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CHUCK KNOX 

Head Coach 

. a; Seahawks: Chuck Knox enters into his 
fifth year as head coach of the Seattle 
Seahawks. Knox was named head coach 
on January 26, 1983, after five seasons as 
vice president and head coach of the 
Buffalo Bills. Knox has led the Seahawks 
into the playoffs twice, in 1983 and 1984, 
the first such appearances in franchise 
history. The 12-4 record posted by the 
1984 team is the most wins in team 
history, and the 10 wins registered by the 
| = 4986 squad are the second-most. Knox's 
first Seahawks team won nine regular season games, made the 
playoffs, and advanced to the AFC Championship Game, losing to 
the eventual Super Bowl Champion Los Angeles Raiders. His 1984 
team advanced into the division playoff round, losing to the eventual 
AFC Champion Miami Dolphins. The winningest coach in Sea- 
hawks history (39-25-0), Knox earned NFL Coach of the Year 
honors after the 1983 season by the Seattle Gold Helmet Committee 
and the Vince Lombardi Committee and AFC Coach of the Year 
honors by UPI, Football News, and the Kansas City 101 Club. After 
the 1984 campaign, he received NFL Coach of the Year honors by 
the Gold Helmet Committee and AFC Coach of the Year honors 
from UPI and the Pro Football Writers’ Association. 

Head Coaching Experience: Knox has 14 years of head coaching 
experience with a 130-76-1 regular season won-loss record. His 
winning percentage of .630 trails only Miami's Don Shula (.720) 
among active coaches with at least 100 regular season wins and 
ranks seventh among coaches with at least 10 seasons of ex- 
perience. His 130 regular season wins ties him with former Baltimore 
Colts and New York Jets head coach Weeb Ewbank for tenth all- 
time, one win behind Hank Stram. It was Ewbank that gave Knox his 
first NFL job, with the Jets in 1963. In 1983, he became only the 15th 
coach in NFL history to win 100 regular season games. He has been 
named NFL Coach of the Year four times; in 1973 with the Los 
Angeles Rams and in 1980 with the Buffalo Bills, along with the 
Seahawks in 1983 and 1984. With Los Angeles from 1973 through 
1977, his teams won five straight division championships and 
compiled a 54-15-1 record. Knox still ranks as the winningest coach 
in Rams’ history. He moved to Buffalo in 1978 and inherited a team 
that had won just two games in 1976 and three games in 1977. He 
equalled that total in his first year with a5-11 mark and improved that 
to 7-9 the following season. In 1980, the Bills captured their first 
division title since 1966 with an 11-5 record. Buffalo finished 10-6 in 
1981 and advanced to the playoffs, while in 1982 they were 4-5. Knox 
is only the second coach in NFL history to win division titles his first 
five seasons as head coach (Paul Brown won titles his first six 
seasons, 1950-55, with Cleveland) and is one of only nine coaches in 
NFL history to have inherited a team with a losing record and take it 
to the playoffs his first season, something Knox has done twice, with 
the Rams in 1973 and the Seahawks in 1983. He is also the only 
coach in NFL history to take three different teams to the playoffs. In 
all, Knox-coached teams have won six division championships and 
made the playoffs nine times in his 14 years as a head coach. 
Assistant Coaching Experience: Prior to being named head coach 
of the Rams in 1973, Knox worked as an NFL assistant coach for 10 
seasons. He joined the New York Jets in 1963 as offensive line coach 
and then moved to Detroit as offensive line coach in 1967. He broke 
into coaching as an assistant at Juniata College, his alma mater, in 
1954, and then coached one year at Tyrone High in Tyrone, Pa., 
before being named head coach at Ellwood City High in Ellwood 
City, Pa., in 1956. He remained there until joining the Wake Forest 
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University staff for the 1959 and 1960 seasons and then moved to 
Kentucky for the 1961 and 1962 seasons. 

College: Graduated with a bachelor of arts degree in history from 
Juniata College in Huntingdon, Pa., where he lettered four yearsasa 
tackle and served as a team co-captain as a senior. He received the 
school’s National Alumni Achievement Award in 1974, is currently 
on the college's Board of Directors and was given an honorary 
doctorate degree in 1983. 

High School: Attended Sewickley High in Sewickley, Pa. 
Personal: He is married to the former Shirley Rhine and they have 
four children, Chris, who operates a travel agency; Kathy, a teacher, 
Colleen, a health management director; and Chuck, who is a 
running back at the University of Arizona. He was born April 27. 
1932, in Sewickley, Pa.

CUTDOWN DATES 


National Football League clubs will observe the following 
cutdown dates for the 1987 season; rosters must be trimmed 
to 60 players by Tuesday, September 1. The final cutdown, to 
45 players will be on Tuesday, September 8. 
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INSTANT REPLAY APPROVED FOR 1987 


For the second year in a row, NFL clubs have approved a limited 
system of Instant Replay on a one-year basis. 

The system basically stays the same as in 1986 with the excep- 
tion that larger monitors will be used by Replay Officials. In 1986, 
there were 374 plays closely reviewed (defined as a contact to the 
field, but not necessarily stoppage of play). There were 38 revers- 
als for an average of one reversal in each six games. There were 
three other rulings (clarification of rules) by Replay Officials. 

In 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote. In 1987, the 
vole was 21-7, 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some degree or oth- 
er since the early 1970s. The League experimented in 1976 and 
1978 using two basic frameworks—an independent system us- 
Ing cameras, replay machines, and technicians separate from 
the network covering the game, and a “no frills’ approach using 
existing television coverage. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of nine nationally tele- 
vised preseason games to experiment with the basic system that 
later was adopted for 1986 and 1987. A total of 28 plays were ex- 
amined closely in 1985 (17 confirmed call, 4 were inconclusive, 1 
was reversed, and 6 had no replay shown). 


What is the objective of this system? 

The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast viewed by the 
general public should be used to correct an indisputable error. 
The system will be used to reverse an on-field decision only when 
the Replay Official has indisputable visual evidence available to 
him that warrants the change. 

ls the television network carrying the game part of the review 
process? 

No. Although the Replay Official will be viewing the live net- 
work feed, there is no communication to television personne! as 
to what plays to show or not to show. 

What is the step-by-step procedure of play review? 

The Replay Official will view game action and a play will be re- 
played immediately on one of the two monitors, while the other 
monitor continues to record the live feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further study of 
the play is needed. If not, there is no contact with the field and 
play continues without interruption! 

If the Replay Official believes an error may have been made, 
the Umpire will be contacted via a headset. 

The Replay Official will watch replay(s) on one or both monitors 
and complete his review within a reasonable period after the play 
iS Over. 

The Replay Official will inform the Umpire of his decision, and 
the Referee will make the appropriate announcement on the 
wireless microphone. 

The limited Instant Replay system concentrates on plays of 
possession or touching (e.g., fumbles, receptions, interceptions, 
muffs) and most plays governed by the sidelines, goal lines, end 
lines, and line of scrimmage (e.g., receiver or runner in or out of 
bounds. forward or backward passes, breaking the plane of the 
goal line). 

However, the Instant Replay system will not include the follow- 
ing fouls: clipping; encroachment and offsides, grasp of face- 
mask; false start: defensive pass interference; offensive pass in- 
terference; offensive holding and illegal use of hands; illegal bat- 
ting or punching ball; illegal block on free kick or scrimmage kick; 
illegal crackback; illegal motion; illegal use of forearm or elbow; il- 
legal use of hands by defense; illegally kicking the ball; illegally 
snapping the ball; intentional grounding; member of the punting 
team downfield early; illegal formation; palpably unfair act; piling 
on; roughing the passer; running into or roughing the kicker; strik- 
ing, kicking, or kneeing; unnecessary roughness; unsportsman- 
like conduct; and use of the helmet as a weapon.
